To put it another way, it is flow 
conceded on all impartial sides that 
these two subjects, twin bogies of 
the current economic depression, 


arisen to haunt the Hoover adminis-| 


tration more than any other set of 
issues with which the sifting admin- 
istration is threatened, 

Coming frem such an influential 
quarter, the tariff question 1' 
forcibly injected into the congression- 
al situation by the speeth in New 
York this week of Thomas W. La- 
mont, senior partner in the house of 
J.P. Morgan & Co., in which he made 
the categorical statement that one of 
the chief contributing causes of the 
present disturbed world economic con- 
dition rested with the tariff policy 
of administrations in Washington dur- 
ing the past decade, beginning with 
the Fordney-McCumber tariff act of 
1922, under the Harding regime. Con- 
ditions were brought to a climax by 
the iniquitions Hawley-Smoot rates of 
ljast year. he asserted. 

Important Question, 

And as for taxes, the official reve- 
lation from the tréasury of yesterday 
that the national deficit has already 
reached the billion-dollar mark, with 
the necessity for an increase in federal 
levies in sight, has served to project 
that question forward no less than 
the other. 

It seems safe to predict, therefore, 
that the December convention of con- 
gress will be accompanied by an im- 
mediate consideration of these two 
problems and that they will command 
greater political and legislative atten- 
tion than all else combined, perhaps. 

In keeping with the contention made 
by leaders of the party generally at 
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the responsibility of voting an in- 
crease, due to the reaction it would 
have on voters of the country. Yet 
such an increase seems inevitable, If 
it.goesn’t come at the next session, 
it by all the signs, will have to come 
in the one following. The only pur- 
pose in delaying it for the moment 
would be to put it beyond the national 
elections of 1932. 
Tax Revision Favored. 

But regardless of the attitades here 
expressed, progressive elements of the 
senate have indicated sufficiently that 
they intend to press {gr a tax revision 
bill at the coming session 6n their 
‘own initiative. Senator James Cou- 
pune of Michigan, for example, promi- 


nently identified with the progressiv 
republican group and himseif th 
wealthiest member of the upper cham- 
has already come forward with 
such a proposal, insisting at the same 
time that the treasury deficit will 
‘amount to two billion dollars by the 
end of next year, a prediction which 
‘no one seems able to refute. 

| Incidental to the tariff discussion, 
| Senator Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, a 
| leading authority on the subject on 
the democratic side, today vigorously 
attacked the recent defense of the 
Hawley-Smoot act by Dr. Julius 
|Klein, assistant secretary of com- 
|merce, who had sought to deride the 
assertions of Mr. Lamont. 

| “The statement of Dr. Klein to 
ithe effect that our ultra-high tariffs 
‘since 1922 have not militated against 
‘the exports of our surplus production 
‘is an insult to the intelligence of 
'everybody capable of adding two and 
‘two,’ Senator Hull said. “This of- 
‘ficial utterance, far more political 
than economic, clearly indicates that 
‘the Hoover administration, having 
'vielded to the domination of the chief 
‘industrial tariff benéficiaries while 
the Hawley-Smoot bill was pending, 
is disposed to pursue its policy of 
| virtual non-interference with the pres- 
‘ent sky-high, and in most respects 
'embargo, tariff structure, at least un- 
til after the campaign of 1932. This

Passage of such a resolution, aside 
from its general business’ effects, 
should it .be approved by the presi- 
dent, would prove exceedingly embar- 
rassing to Mr. Hoover, who would be 
put in a position of upholding or re- 
pudiating the policy which he accept- 
ed in signing the existing law. Either 
way he turns might prove costly. 
Democrats, of course, would make 
much capital of his refusal to support 
such a move, while the high tariff 
advocates of his own party would feel 
just as strongly his failure to stand 
by them. And even if’ he should 
support a tariff revision program, 
democrats, nevertheless, would be able 
to show the fallacy of his initial po- 
eitien. 

As for the tax question, neither the 
democratic nor the republioan party, 
insofar as their congressional repre- 
sentation is concerned, is desirous of

Questions about Wednesday's balloon 
trip into the outer layers of the) 
earth’s atmosphere were met with im- 
patient snorts or with boyish enthusi- 
asm, depending on wether they ap- 
pealed to him as intelligent or not. 
Never once, however, did he revert to| 
the tone of the classroom. 

“What color was the daytime sky 
as it appeared to you 50,000 feet 

Dark Blue. 
“Tt was a deep dark blue,” he re- 
plied, “but no stars whatever were 
to be seen.” He said the mysterious 
cosmic rays which he went aloft to 
study were decidedly more powerful 
at stratosphere height than at alti- 
tudes less than the .seven miles at 
which the stratosphere is considered to 


“However, until I have had time to 
study the notes of my flight I cannot 
say how much more powerfal,” he said. 

Professor Piccard said he had not 
discerned any difference between the | 
wind velocities and directions in the 
stratosphere from those in lower al- 
titudes, 

“They vary in the stratosphere as 
well as lower down,” he explained. 
Asked specifically if he had found 
confirmation of the theory that the 
prevailing wind in the stratosphere 
blew in the direction contrary to the 
rotation of the earth, he said “That's 
all bosh.” » 

Another question amused him. It 
was about insects: “How high up 
did you observe insects? What was 
the maximum altitude of their flight ?” 

“What should they be doing up 
there with us?’ he laughed. 

Very Lucky. 

Although not so much surprised to 
find himself alive as was. the party 
which suddenly met him and his as- 
sistant, Charles Kipfer, walking along 
the glacier south of here a few min- 
utes before the party expected to 
reach the balloon and recover the 
corpses it was believed to contain, 
Piccard frankly admitted that it was 
pure luck or destiny that saved him 
and his| companion from a_ rocky 
landing after their 17 hours’ flight. 

“We no longer knew where we were, 
and the first hint we had of touching 
the earth came with three gentle 
bumps about 9 o'clock Wednesday 
night,” the scientist said. Those 
bumps were Piccard’s aluminum ball 
settling down in a snowdrift instead 
of on a rock, and three impressions 
in the snow still testify to this gentle 
treatment. 

As soon as he felt the bumps Pic- 
card pulled the valve, and sticking 
his pocket flashlight out the porthole, 
he yelled “anybody there?” = “— 

He soon learned there was nothing 
there but a vast, white, lonesome 
glacier. 

Piccard smiled as he told reporters 
that the highest temperature inside 
the aluminum ball, while swinging in 
the stratosphere sunlight, was 41 de- 
grees centigrade. 

Professor Piccard said the balloon 
was in the stratosphere 16 out of 17 
hours of the flight, which, he added, 
gave the two passengers an excellent 
opportunity for making observations 
at an altitude of more than 50,000 


feet. 

“The only drawback,” he continued, 
“was that the balloon rose so swiftly 
after the start that we were my 
in the stratosphere and nearly 50, 
feet up half an hour after the takeoff. 
Consequently we did not have time to 


make observations at intermediate al- | 


titudes. 

“As a result, I was unable to carry 
out observations and calculations 
whieh Professor Albert Einstein had 
requested me to make for him. But 
we took observations of cosmic rays 
up to 53,000 feet. Hitherto they had 
been measured only up to an altitude 
of 30,000 feet.” 

The professor credited the scien- 
tific success of the trip to artificial 
oxygen and “normal” atmospheric 
pressure which they were able to 
maintain in the hermetically sealed 
gondola. ; 

Observations on many high altitude 
flights have been spoiled by the effect 
of changing pressure, as well a slack 
of oxygen, on the m and 
of the fliers, he said. 

“We could have attained an alti- 
tude 3,000. feet pu if we had 
dropped more ballast,” he declared. 
“When we landed we still had 350 
pounds left, but our oxygen was about 
used up.” e

Fateful 
Pictures. 


Paris is preparing an exhibition of | 
those famous paintings: which have 
been the cause of artistic quarrels, 
court actions, scandals and otherwise 
have a sensational history. These 
paintings are to be brought from all 
parts of the world. 

Memling’s “Last Judgment” comes 
from Dantzig and “The Descent of 
the Cross” by Rogier van, der Wey- 
den. is already on the way from the 
somber escurial palace residence of 
the former Spanish kings. 


Both these ee have a stormy 
history. Memling’s painting hung in 
Bruges up till 1473. An Italian firm 
bought it for a church in Florence. 


It was bhioried ona frigate named, 


the St. Thomas. In the English chan- 
nel the ship was captured by priva- 
teers, who took it to Germany. The 
captain of the ship sold the painting 
to the Municipal Céuneil of Dantzig. 
The king of France raised. a howl 
about it and Pope Sixtus 1VY menaced 
the buccaneering captain with ex- 
communication.

| the city of Dantzig created such a 
rumpus, going so far as to threaten

Van der Weyden’s master ste “ei 
of Flemish origin, was 5s ipped 
Spain at the command of th caine 
Maria of -Hungary. The ship con- 
veying the treasure went down in a 
storm in the Gulf of Biscay. Thanks 
to the careful packing, the painting 
upon «being salvaged from the wreck 
a year later had not suffered any 
serious damage. 

The Mona Lisa, of course, will form 
part of the extraordinary collection 
of “paintings with a destiny” as its 
theft and year-long disappearatice and 
subsequent mysterious reappearance is 
fresh in people’s memory, 

Another painting which the French 
authorities hope to bring to Paris for 
the occasion 1s Whistler's ° ‘Nocturne 
in Black and Gold.” It was this pic- 
ture which figured in the famous libel 
suit against John Ruskin. « Ruskin 
had warned the English public against 
“Whistler the clown, who had the 
audacity to ask 200 guineas” ($1,000) 
for one of his creations. The critic 
further dwelled upon Whistler's “‘ex- 
traordinary vanity.” Whistler consid- 
ered himself insulted and the trial 
followed. 

As Whistler’s work belongs to a 
period in the history when a decision 
for modern art was made, the trial 
created worldwide sensation. When 
the attorney asked Whistler at the 
trial how long he had worked at the 
picture “Nocturno,” he replied: “A 
day. About a day.” Thereupon he 
corrected himself and added: “I may 
have added a stroke of the brush here 
and there on“the following morning. 
So if I say that I worked two days 
on the picture I suppose. I am about 
correct.” 

“Two days?” exclaimed the attor- 
ney for Ruskin, “and you dare to ask 
200 guineas for two days’ work?” 
Whistler than gave his famous an- 
swer: “I ask 200 guineas for the ex- 
perience of my entire life!” Ruskin 
was condemned to one penny dam- 
ages, 

“Jesus in the Temple,” a painting 
now in the Hamburg Art Museum, is 
also coming to Paris. This picture 
by Liebermann caused a furore in 
Germany 50 years ago. The question 
was asked in the Bavarian parliament 
if the painter Liebermann could not 
be compelled to stop producing his 
“sordid blasphemies.” The objection 
was that the youthful Christ was 
pictured as “talking with his hands.” 

It was deemed an insult to the di- 
vine majesty of God and a blasphemy 
“to fasten .a Jewish characteristic 
upon the Savior of the world.”

A Greater Graft Than Any. 


Then there is the great graft of

The county authorities are under 
responsibility to nobody for the preper 
use of those funds. They do not re- 
port to the governor, comptroller gen- 
eral, or treasurer, and the state high- 
way board has no authority over the 
use of those county allotments, 

The -comptroller general reports 
those payments to the counties in the 
year 1928-9 as $2,035,222.44, and I 
am told they will amount this year 
to around $2,500 

That money should be rigidly used 
on the highway system of the state 
and be properly accounted for. 

The state of North Carolina, with 
its system of main highways built by 
bond money, has now raised the gaso- 
line tax to 6 cents per gallon, the 
same as we have it in Georgia. 

But the state now takes over all 
the roads of the state into its high- 
way system, under the highway de- 
partment, so that the counties will 
have nothing to do with road con- 
structions or maintenance.

The attorney said the entire state

“Suggestions,” he said, “of other 
consolidations are being made all over 
the state in the recommendations of 
grand juries, the editorials of county 
papers, the meetings of groups of citi- 
zens, in addresses at all sorts of pub- 
lic gatherings.

NEW LOWS IN WEEK 


NEW YORK, May 
market here during the past week. 
Prices made new low records for the 
season under selling which was evi- 
dently influenced- by more favorable 
weather reports from the south and 
st unsettled rdling of the stock mar- 
et.

Two of the reports 
carried condition figures, one of them 
making it 70.6 per cent and the other 
67.5 per cent. 

Aecording to one of the private re- 
ports a reduction of 7.8 per cent in 
acreage with an end-May condition 
of 70.6 per cent pointed to a possible 
crop of around 13,500,000 bales, with 
average conditions during the balance 
of the season. Much of Friday's busi- 
ness was attributed to evening-up of 
accounts for over the holiday and 
week-end. 

According to the New York cotton 
exchange service, world’s consumption 
of American lint cotton for the month 
of April amounted to 995,000 bales 
against 1,068,000 last year. The fig- | 
ures were regarded as pointing to a 
probable world’s consumption of from 
11,100.000 to 11,300,000 bales, and es- 
timates placing the world’s carryover 
at the end of the season at about 8&,- 
750,000 bales have been reiterated.
